Dugald McArthur 
Serishes in 
Blizzard 


As stated in the last issue, the worst 
blizzard in the history of homesteading 
days in South Alberta raged over the 
greater part of the district beginning 
friday afternoon and continuing till 
Sunday morning. The storm appeared
